ssid diq)lay system to be modttlarly configured as' either a two panel LCD display system or as a 
three panel or greater LCD display system. 

2. (currently amended) The display system of claim U wherein said second sunxxrt aim includes 
three said coupling assemblies enabling said first and second LCD panels to be supported 
adjacrat one another in either [[a]] portrait positioKis or landscape positions* while minimizuig a 
spacing between said first and second LCD panels. 

3. (previously presented) The display system of claim L wherein said third support arm includes 
a pair of said coupling assemblies enabling said dkird LCD panel, and a fouith LCD panel, to be 
supported thereon. 

4. (original) The display system of claim 3, wherein said third support arm includes three of said 
coupling assemblies enaMmg said Aird and fourth LCD panels to be supported in either a 
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portrait or a landscape orientation while nunimizing a spacing between said fhiid and foufdi 
LCD panels in either one of said orientations.

74. (new) The modular support system of claim 73 » fliidier comprising three coupling 
assemblies on the first support arm, wheretUy in the one»support arm system, the first support 
arm can support two display panels in either landscape orientation, using one pair of the three 
coupling assemblies, or portrait orientation, using another pair of the three couplmg assemblies. 
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75. (new) The modular support system of claim 73, further comprising: 

three coupling assemblies on the first support anm; and 
thtee coupling assemblies on the second support arm; 

wherein, in the one-supp(^ arm system, the first support arm can siqiport two display 
panels in either landscape orientation, using one pair of the diree coupling assemblies of the first 
support arm, or portrait ori^tion. using another pair of the three coupling assemblies of die 
first support arm; and 

wherein, in the two^npport arm system, die second suppoit arm can support two display 
panels in either landscape orientatiM, using one pair of die diree coupling assemblies of the 
second support arm, or portrait orientation, using another pair of the three coupling assemblies of 
the second support arm.

three coupling assemblies on die first suppoft arm;
